JOHN W. ADAMS: TASTEMAKER

Numismatists love hierarchies, as anyone who has ever pored over a grading scale or a condition census can 
attest. It is not only coins, however, that they rate in rank order; they even turn such judgments on themselves. 
Mere “hoarders” are at the bottom of coindom’s caste system, with “investors” a notch above, and “collectors” 
one rank higher. The air becomes more rarified as we ascend to the level of “numismatist,” for this title com¬ 
bines learnedness with acquisitiveness. The apex of the pyramid is usually reserved for “connoisseurs” who 
fold a strong aesthetic sense into their scholarship. John W. Adams, however, rates an appellation that hovers 
above the apex, that of “tastemaker.” 

A tastemaker is that rare combination of discerning eye, avid heart, scientific brain, and speculator’s stom¬ 
ach, a person who sees beauty others ignored, falls in love with the shunned, unlocks the secrets of the ob¬ 
scured, and boldly leads knowing full well he may not be followed. Robert Adam was such a tastemaker 250 
years ago, when he taught the English speaking world the glories of Greek and Roman forms in architecture 
and interior design. Bernard Berenson was the art world’s tastemaker a century ago when he transformed the 
way in which paintings are collected. John W. Adams has been a numismatic tastemaker in three fields: numis¬ 
matic literature, provenance, and medals. And, like Adam and Berenson, he has freely shared his knowledge 
with the world. 

In the 1960s, the literature of numismatics was the beggar at the banquet, unwept, unhonored and unsung 
except for a handful of cognoscenti like John J. Ford, George Fuld, and Q. David Bowers. John Adams began 
buying literature then, at a time when it was unclear if it would ever be worth more than its weight as kindling. 
But Adams believed in the value of even the most obscure and esoteric pieces of Numismatica Americana, and 
amassed a collection that is, partly at least, being disseminated by the catalogue in your hands. It was much 
more, however, than an act of simple aggregation. His intervention saved many a rare piece from the wastebas¬ 
ket or the recycling bin, and he soon began to share the knowledge he was gathering with other collectors. 
Look at the foreword of the 1976 Quarterman reprint of Numisgraphics, and see who made this indispensable 
classic available again to latter-day numismatists. In 1982 he authored a new classic, United States Numismatic 
Literature, Volume One, followed in 1990 by the second volume. It is no accident that the flowering of the 
numismatic literature hobby in the U. S. began in the mid-1970s, and was in full glory by the early 1980s. These 
books became the holy writ of the literary faithful in the world of American numismatics. 

Even as he was setting a standard of taste on the written side of numismatics, Adams was doing likewise 
with the metallic side, particularly among the copper collecting corps. When coin collecting took off during 
the 1850s, and for a couple of decades thereafter, provenance greatly mattered to dealers and collectors alike, 
who went to great trouble to price and name sales catalogs. Over the years, though, what Henry James might 
have called “the bitch goddess, condition” became all-important. During the 1970s, as Adams worked through 
a case of “copper fever,” he did something revolutionary: passing up higher-condition specimens to buy cents, 
especially those of 1794, in lower grades. 

“I am ‘collecting the collectors’” John Adams would patiently explain, seeking big coppers that had once 
graced the cabinets of legendary collectors such as Crosby, Maris, Mickley, Frossard, Parmelee, Garrett, Ellsworth, 
Hays, Brand, and Newcomb. The provenance of the coins, and the biographies of their erstwhile owners, in his 
mind trumped their level of preservation. This “eccentricity” was resoundingly vindicated in 1982, when Bow¬ 
ers and Ruddy Galleries offered The Celebrated John W. Adams Collection of United States Large Cents of the Year 
1794, with its meticulously pedigreed descriptions of the Adams coins, presented in a fixed-price format. 

The result was both a financial and scholarly triumph. It was rare, prior to 1982, to find a U. S. coin catalog 
that paid much attention to the provenance of coins offered within, unless they were of the highest rarity. 
Today, provenance information is routinely included for even coins of middling significance. It was John Adams’ 
taste that revived the importance of provenance, and in the course of doing so, literally changed the face of 
coin cataloging in the United States. 
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Provenance, however, was not the only thing that John Adams conjured from the past. In 1991 , the Ameri¬ 
can Numismatic Association celebrated its centennial, and one facet of that celebration was the publication of 
the American Numismatic Association Anthology, a collection of scholarly articles edited by Carl W. A. Carlson 
and Michael J. Hodder. Adams’ contribution was titled simply, “Back to Medal Collecting.” He began by be¬ 
moaning the fact that medal collecting, which had been a staple of numismatics a century before, had fallen 
fallow by the late 20 th century. There followed a primer on three kinds of medals, the Comitia Americana, 
Admiral Vernon, and John Law series. He concluded by predicting that, once exposed to such medals, few 
collectors would be able to resist them. 

Once more, Adams proved the tastemaker. New enthusiasts followed in his wake, and the Medal Collectors 
of America club was founded seven years after the publication of his ANA Anthology article. During the 15 
years since the publication of “Back to Medal Collecting,” this influx of new collectors has driven up the price 
of medals, so that ironically, segments of this once-esoteric collecting area have appreciated faster than most 
“investment quality” coins hyped by speculators. 

John W. Adams, that tastemaker without peer, has made many things old and honorable new and popular 
again. If a hierarchy of men who had made consequential change in U. S. numismatics were created, he would 
be at the top of anyone’s list. As Winston Churchill once warned Britain, however, “Do not suppose that this is 
the end.” It is a safe prediction that Adams will use the proceeds of the sale in your hands to explore forgotten 
numismatic byways, and once again establish a taste tomorrow that will become widely popular next year. To 
paraphrase one of his own statements in “Back to Medal Collecting,” this “is an outcome devoutly to be wished” 
by the rest of us.

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PREFACE 


John Adams and I first met in the late 1970s. I visited Ralph Goldstone several times during this period at 
his offices across the street from the Boston Public Library, purchasing large portions of his remaining stock of 
numismatic books. I believe it was on one of these early visits that I first met John, at his offices in the city. On 
a subsequent visit, I was privileged to view his collection of 1794 cents, then in final formation. And, of course, 
seeing his magnificent numismatic and historical library was a stimulating, educational experience. 

John actively participated in our first auction in 1976 and from day one has offered encouragement and 
valuable help. It was John who, in 1981, provided an introduction to the librarian of the Essex Institute, leading 
to the sale on June 12 and 13, 1981 of “the noteworthy holdings of a Prominent Historical Institution.” Joel 
Orosz writes that “the modern history of U. S. numismatic literature really began” at this sale.” If so, John was 
in no small way responsible for the event and, as an enthusiastic attendee, its success. 

We are honored to have published several of John’s numismatic publications. United States Numismatic 
Literature, Volumes I &II are particularly notable in the present context, though it should be noted that, The 
Indian Peace Medals of George III, under his aegis, is not only a model of numismatic scholarship but is one of 
the most finely executed works on American numismatics ever published. It is a bibliophile’s delight. 

In 1990, we auctioned John’s works on large cents and a number of his runs of nineteenth century American 
coin sales issued by major dealers of the day. Other series remain central to his current interest in historical 
medals, principal among them the catalogues of W. Elliot Woodward, and still reside in his library. Present 
here then, among the auction catalogue contingent are, for the most part, sales catalogued by second-tier coin 
dealers or those issued anonymously by Bangs and other auction houses. It is a delightful offering, including 
many rare early sales and perhaps the largest group of numismatic auction broadsides offered at any one time 
in the modern era. 

The first lot in the sale is an original copy of the bible of nineteenth century American numismatic works, 
Emmanuel Joseph Attinelli’s 1876 Numisgraphics. The remainder of the catalogue adopts his mainly 
chronolological arrangement, under three broad categories. In our assessment, this best tells the story of the 
progress and development of the early American printed numismatic record. Those wishing to more easily 
locate catalogues issued by specific dealers or those comprising named collections are advised to utilize the 
separately-issued cumulative index. 

Auction catalogue descriptions include, within parentheses, the rarity rating assigned by John Adams in the 
centennial reprint of Attinelli published by A1 Hoch under the Quarterman Publications imprint:

These ratings were conjectural then, remain so now, and the appearances or lack thereof of catalogues 
coming to sale in the past thirty years would doubtless impact them. Karl Moulton’s survey is also worthy of 
consultation. 

Parts II & III, comprised of non-auction catalogues, price lists, and works printed in America, feature fabled 
rarities and foolish follies. All have a certain fascination and often they are even more rarely available than their 
auction counterparts. 

A friend among friends, John’s generous offer to include this remarkable collection as part of our 1 00th sale 
is a signal honor for us and an unparalleled opportunity for American numismatic bibliophiles.

00 ) 
Ex June 12-13,1981 Kolbe sale, lot 499- Annotated throughout in pencil with many 
interesting comments and additions. A number of earlier sales not so recorded by 
Attinelli are noted to be on fine or large paper and, in the latter sections of the book, 
there are a number of additions. Attinelli s system of recording acquisitions is utilized 
in the margins, documenting a comprehensive collection. Also, a goodly number of 
elusive items are marked: “sold to [William] Poillon,” a noted collector who is promi¬ 
nently mentioned in the preface. Some listings are also marked: “Sold to [John K.[ 
Wiggin.” Included as well are photocopies of a fascinating March 17,1877 letter from 
Attinelli to Ferguson Haines and an Attinelli flyer offering the book for sale. Sigler 
141. Clain-Stefanelli 11863. Gengerke page i: “The pioneering work on U. S. numis¬ 
matic auctions... For researchers or collectors of early catalogs, it contains a wealth 
of information not found elsewhere...” The first substantial American numismatic 
bibliography and a remarkable work, published, as John Adams notes, “near the cli¬ 
max of the period that witnessed the establishment of coin collecting in the United 
States.” Attinelli’s chef-d’oeuvre is a cardinal work in the history of American numis¬ 
matics, and is still an indispensable reference work. Though it did not go entirely 


unnoticed at the time of publication and thereafter [Attinelli’s obituary in the 1895 American Numismatic Society Proceedings states: “His 
work on numisgraphics was the first of its kind ever published (1877) (sic) and is still recognized as an authority j, it was not until Alfred 
Hoch issued his “Quarterman” reprint in 1976— augmented with a foreword by John W. Adams and a pioneering Rarity and Valuation 
Guide” — that Numisgraphics began to receive an even modest modicum of appreciation of the immense debt owed to it and its prescient 
and keenly observant author. With its colorful vignettes of dealers and collectors of the day and a plenitude of useful facts and fascinating 
lore, Attinelli’s work brings nineteenth century American numismatics to life. His word sketches of the great and not-so-great coin collectors, 
dealers, numismatists, and scalawags of the day are indispensable to anyone attempting to understand the beginnings of commercial and 
organizational numismatics in the second half of nineteenth century America. Attinelli’s meticulous cataloguing of the numismatic auction 
sale catalogues of the period parallels the thoroughness of Sylvester Crosby in his chosen field of American colonial coins. The main title is a 
misnomer. This work covers the entire range of American numismatic literature, excepting only periodicals and, to some extent, works on 
paper money, and parts two and three of the book contain indispensable information found nowhere else. These sections comprise an in- 
depth bibliography of “Catalogues and Price-Lists” and “Publications issued in the United States.” Even today, both sections are of great 
value. Estimates vary as to how many copies of Numisgraphics were originally printed but they are invariably miniscule. Adams comments in 
the foreword to the Quarterman reprint: “Whatever the size of the original edition, relatively few copies got into circulation. The remainder, 
if any, seem to have disappeared quickly; Numisgraphics appeared on want lists as early as 1879. In any event, the book is extremely rare today, 
with less than a dozen copies known to exist. Half of these are impounded in institutions and the remaining half ardently hunted by numis¬ 
matic cognoscenti.” This appraisal, made three decades ago, may be a bit pessimistic but Numisgraphics remains one of the great rarities of 
American numismatic literature and it has only recently begun to be fully appreciated, in both intellectual and economic terms.

(750.00) 
Ex Essex Institute, with their familiar card catalogued ink stamp at the base of the 
title. Perhaps ex Matthew Adams Stickney, whose library was acquired by the ven¬ 
erable Salem, Massachusetts historical institution. Attinelli page 8 (Adams R-7): 
“This is, it is believed, the first coin sale in this country, in which sufficient interest 
was manifested by numismatists to take note of the prices paid for coins, and who 
were the purchasers.” Gengerke page 2x1: “First All-Coin US Sale.” It featured, in the 
American series, military medals, a few Franklin medals, four Gobrecht dollars, a 
1792 Washington Head half dollar, colonials, presidential medals, colonials, and the 
first 1848 cal. quarter eagle to come to sale. Also featured were runs of French 
medals and coins, English coins, German, and other European series, and long 
runs of ancient Greek and Roman coins. Rare and most desirable. Adams assigns 
the catalogue an R-7 rating, indicating a surviving population of four to twelve copies, which is consistent with the number currently 
known. The example at hand appears to be the first printing of the catalogue, without the Thomas firm’s “Philada.” address printed at the 
base of the last page (vide P. Scott Rubin’s “Variants of the 1851 Roper Auction Sale Catalogue,” in the Fall 1998 issue of The Asylum).

Ex September 10,1996 Bowers and Merena sale, lot 2622. Attinelli page 10 (Adams R-7, supplements unrated): “The first catalogue com¬ 
prises only books, the next or 'Supplementary Catalogue,’ consists of books, autographs, and engravings, then an ‘Additional Supplemen¬ 
tary Catalogue,’ following this great sale along, brings us to the following ‘Addendas’ of... 168 [lots &I...37 [lots]...This last addenda 
consists exclusively of coins.” The extremely rare numismatic portion of this famous series of sales is not present here but there are, 
nonetheless, several numismatic items in a presumably “non-numismatic” portion of the sale, namely in the first supplement, where lots 
A. 68-70,78,86, 8c 87 comprise group lots of shinplasters, continental money and Assignats. 
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254 Bangs, Brother & Co. catalogue of a valuable collection of American and foreign coins and med¬ 
als, in GOLD, silver, copper & BRONZE. New York, June 6,1855.14 pages, blank leaf, 231 lots (final listing written 
in ink at the end: “Lot of American Generals and Commanders, 10 pieces”), ruled in red and priced in blue ink 
with buyers’ names throughout with running totals. 22.5 x 15 cm. Contemporary brown half morocco, gilt, 
original printed pink wrappers bound in, binding somewhat worn, internally fine. (300.00) 

Attinelli page 10 (Adams R-6), recording only the 230 printed lots and a sale total of $ 733 - 52 . versus $713.10 recorded here. Adams C+: 
“Proof 1850 $1. Rare English silver. RRR Webster medal. Wyatt medals. Sale averages $3 per lot!” The earliest numismatic auction deemed 
worthy of mention in John W. Adams’ United States Numismatic Literature, Volume I. Attinelli and Adams attribute the collection to Peter 
Flandin; Gengerke attributes the catalogue to Augustus Sage. In American Numismatics Before the Civil War, Q. David Bowers describes the 
event as “the first truly notable numismatic sale held by what would become in various forms a very long-lived auction house.” He argues 
persuasively against attributing the cataloguing to Augustus B. Sage (though undeniably precocious, he was barely 14 years of age at the 
time), suggesting that “In the absence of having a staff numismatist, Bangs, Brother & Co. probably called upon someone in the New York 
area to do the cataloguing. Charles I. Bushnell is a possibility in this regard.” Flandin appears to have bought back a number of lots. While 
household names like Bushnell and Chilton are recorded after a number of lots, none of the dealers who burst upon the scene with great 
gusto in the following decade appear to have attended the sale, and most of the other sale participants (Cosell, Carlisle, Burtus, Borg, Riley, 
Walker, Boardman, et al.) appear to have been of an earlier generation, and are little known today.

Attinelli page 11 (Adams R-6). An early sale catalogue of a sizable coin collection, the property, according to Attinelli, of A. C. Kline (actually 
John W. Kline). It nearly doubled the realization of the previous record holder, the Roper sale held four years earlier, and held it until Sage’s 
1859 Bogert sale brought $2,198. Many coins considered to be rare today sold for face value at the sale, including an 1854 Double Eagle 
described as a “beautifiil proof, fresh from the die.” Many other United States silver and gold coins sold for four or five cents over face. Lot 11 
comprised that rara avis , an 1815 cent, “of the greatest rarity.” It sold for $5.50, more than twice the sum garnered by a “fine and rare” 1799 cent.

He sold his 
entire collection at auction on February 14 and 15,1866. The cents alone occupied most of the second day, with over 600 pieces described 
in a staggering 395 lots. For sheer numbers, excepting only the disposition of hoards, the Turner collection was not matched until well into 
the twentieth century...Larkin’s collection contained 10 1793s (four chains, 6 wreaths), 34 1794s, six 1799s (including one described‘not 
entirely uncirculated’ that fetched a lavish $16.00), 29 1800’s and so forth.. .If EAC would like to have a patron saint, Dr. T. Larkin Turner 
is a reasonable candidate for the office. Why has it taken Dr. Turner so long to file his claim? The auctioneer, Samuel Hatch, was on the 
obscure side and probably slow to spend his own money on excessive printing. In 20 years, we have encountered only three copies of the 
Turner catalog and two are in institutions.” Only a few others have appeared for sale in the interim. Included here is a handwritten

Lots 101-272 are American silver coins ranging from a 1795 “Dollar, in splendid condition,” to an 1865 “Three-cent piece, new style, proof,” 
and including several specimens from the New Orleans Mint. Lot 236, a “pierced” 1794 half dime, features commentary conflating it with 
the story about Washington’s silver plate being used to strike the 1792 half disme. Ten lots of Roman silver and brass coins follow, after 
which lots 283-369 are devoted to foreign copper coins, arranged by locale. American silver and copper colonial issues follow, including a 
variety of issues. Lot 392 features “A complete series of American Cents from the year of the first coinage to the present date.. .These will 
be sold in an unbroken lot.” Lots 393-507 feature individual cents and half cents, and the sale closes with Jackson and other tokens, and 
several items omitted from previous categories. Barra’s Something About Coins, offered later in this sale (lot 456), includes an inventory of 
his coin collection, which, compared to the catalogue at hand, was substantially augmented in the intervening years. Interestingly, this 
historic coin auction took place at Barra’s Hall, where perhaps the proprietor dispensed his stock of Pure New England Rum, so glowingly 
described in Q. David Bowers’ 2002 A California Gold Rush History.

Daniel Groux, self-styled Professor of Numismatics, was often 
impecunious. In the sale catalogue of his collection, issued after his death, Strobridge kindly termed him “The fond old dreamer.” This 
interesting little pamphlet embodies a novel attempt to raise money whereby he divided his collection into twenty lots and proposed to sell 
them as prizes in a lottery. Dr. Winslow Lewis acted as trustee and held the coins and books. A total of four hundred fifty $10.00 tickets 
were to be sold. Groux and Lewis claimed that “The collections are estimated to be worth $7,549, so that even by disposing of all the tickets 
it will be at a loss of $3,049... ” Prizes ranged in value from $1,971 to $69. The two additional items tipped in at the beginning both relate to 
Groux’s “Grand Enterprise.” Over the years, we recall having handled only one example of the Circular and but two of Additional Arrange¬ 
ments. The first, signed in type by Groux, states that “The undersigned takes the liberty to send you the abstract of a Catalogue of some 
collections of rare coins and medals.. .The undersigned will leave with you the Catalogue for your inspection, and will call in a day or two, 
when he hopes you will add your name to the subscription list...” Apparently the second item, like the first, was sent out with the 
pamphlet and it assured potential participants that all of the proceeds were to be held by two trustees, N. D. Hubbard and Joseph M. 
Wightman, and that their money would be returned if all of the tickets were not sold. Its third page gives the names of fifteen participants, 
one of whom, Mrs. Abbot Lawrence, purchased 25 tickets, and three others who, including Lewis, each bought six tickets. A rare and 
engaging early example of “Numismatics Americana.”

In the preface it notes that “ While this 
result has been produced chiefly by purchases made from the annual appropriations by the State for the enlargement of the Library, much 
of it has arisen from donations made by foreign governments and authorities, principally through the system of international exchange 
conducted by M. Vattemare; by the Government of the United States... (et al.)" The coin cabinet appears to have been enriched also by 
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donations, and benefactors recorded include J. Grieg, H. H. Hickcox, C. I. Bushnell, E. J. Miller, G. Brinley, Jr., W. C. Johnson, R. W. Davids, 
Mrs. R. Davids, J. E. Gavit, and many others. A number of coins were also purchased and some were exchanged for duplicates (“In addition 
to the coins in the Catalogue, there are several hundred duplicate coins, silver and copper, which will be exchanged for others not in this 
collection”).

Attinelli page 86: “The following is an interesting squib, published at that time in the form 
of a note size circular, which though not entitled to a place here, yet on account of the 
sound spirit pervading it, it deserves more than an ephemeral existence.” Decrying the 
contemporary counterfeiting of several early American pieces, it is reproduced in type in 
Attinelli. Some of the signatories may be among the eight founders of The Numismatic 
Society of Philadelphia, founded December 28,1857 and renamed The Numismatic and 
Antiquarian Society of Philadelphia in 1865. The founders of this, the first numismatic 
society in the United States, were Arthur G. Coffin, Joseph J. Mickley, William S. Vaux, John 
Bohlen, Mark W. Collet, J. Ledyard Hodge, Samuel H. Fulton, Montgomery L. Frederick, 
and Alfred B. Taylor. Timothy Antiquary may be Edward Cogan, the principal Philadelphia 
coin dealer of the day and Dr. Timbercracks may be Mark W. Collet, a medical doctor who 
was intimately involved in the hotbed of numismatic activity then taking place in Philadel¬ 
phia. The villains in the piece were probably William Idler and Montroville Wilson Dickeson, 
both known to have made reproductions of the items noted. Viator, alias George H. 
Hickorynuts likely refers to Dickeson. In the i85o’s, he toured the Country excavating In¬ 
dian burial mounds and conducting illustrated lectures on the topic (Viator = a traveler; 
wayfarer). This broadside circular appears to be extremely rare. It is a delightful yet poi¬ 
gnant reminder of the perennial peril facing coin collectors.

His obituary in the 
August, 1901 issue of The Numismatist refers to him as “the oldest jeweler in Philadelphia” and continues, citing a correspondent: “Mr. Idler 
was a jeweller by trade but his modest little shop.. .always had in its show window a sprinkling of coins, old currency and curios, amid the 
regular stock, and the counter and wall cases inside were about equally divided in contents between Mr. Idler’s two interests in life.. .if no 
general customer was present, and you could induce him to open his safe and lay out two or three trays in a melancholy way, you would often 
find choice pickings and get some good bargains. All the leading Philadelphia collectors visited him at frequent intervals as well as many from 
other cities, and his many years of acquaintance with the numismatic world, and the regard in which he was held, caused him to be a medium 
of transfer of rich resources.. .His numismatic callers will miss him greatly.” According to Don Taxay, in The U. S. Mint and Coinage, Idler was 
“one of the most favored individuals ever to have had dealings with the Mint.” Pete Smith, in American Numismatic Biographies, observes that 
Idler’s “daughter married John W. Haseltine.” This Idler/Philadelphia Mint/Haseltine nexus bore fruit in Haseltine’s April 12,1870 auction of 
Idler’s coin collection, featuring, according to John Adams, “Superb patterns, many appearing for the first time.” Newman and Bressett, in 
The Fantastic 1804 Dollar, further implicate the triumvirate in the distribution of 1801,1803,1803 and 1804 $1.00 restrikes.

After describing many of the highlights (for example “American Dollars, from 
1795 to i860, including 1836,1838,1852 and 1858 Proofs, but no 1804”), Curtis concludes: “The above is no humbug, but a real Bona Fide Sale 
to dispose of his very rare and valuable stock.” Quite rare; the only example we recall ever having encountered.

Some nice coins are featured in the Robinson catalogue, including a “Chalmers Annapolis threepence, uncirculated, very fine, extra 
rare,” priced at $20; a “N. Y. copper, Liberatus, &c., excessively rare,” offered for $30; a “Granby copper, the rarest of our series,” at $38; 
Gobrecht dollars; early cents and half cents; patterns; etc. The inside rear cover features a “Table” providing numbers struck in various 
metals of Robinson’s colonial reproductions and other emissions. The inside front cover includes a “Dissolution of Co-Partnership” 
notice, dated July 1,1861, and supplies notable details of his career with the Banking House of G. P. Bissell & Co.

A delightful two page account of The United 
States Branch Mint, San Francisco” is also included. Ezekiel I. Barra arrived in San Francisco in late 1849 aboard the Urania, and lived in the 
city at least into the 1890s. Much interesting information on Barra’s activities can be found in Q. David Bowers 2002 A California Gold 
Rush History, pages 160-167. A purveyor of “Pure New England Rum,” Barra’s poem entitled “Miss Sally Brown, appears on the inside rear 
cover, concluding with: “.. .Sally, dry your eyes,/The fairies bade me come/And tell you beauty’s secret !ies/In Pure New England Rum.”

Reissued in 1863 by the important early American coin collector A. C. Kline, it is also the earliest American numismatic work 
to be reprinted. In his preface of his reprint, Kline states: “This pamphlet has now become of such rarity that its purchase is an utter 
impossibility, while at the same time an almost universal desire to obtain everything connected with the History of Continental Money, 
has caused considerable inquiry to be made for it.” Only the third copy to come to market in the modern era. Three other works appeared 
in this volume: Job R. Tyson’s The Social and Intellectual State of the Colony of Pennsylvania prior to the Year 1743; Henry D. Gilpin’s 
Biographical Notice of Edward Livingston; and, perhaps most notably, Benjamin H. Coates’ The Effects of Secluded and Gloomy Imprison¬ 
ment on Individuals of the African Variety of Mankind in the Production of Disease.

Of the col¬ 
lector and his collection (a portion of which was sold at auction in 1874), Attinelli wrote: 
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“This was probably the last portion of the collection of the noted Frenchman, who commenced some twenty-five years ago to hold forth 
his collection as one of almost fabulous value. Great in number it undoubtedly was, some pieces were certainly rare, but all were by him 
over-estimated. His undoubted industry in seeking and tracing out the origin and ‘ raison d’itre’ was with him a labor of love, with a hope 
at the same time, that it would prove remunerative. The following... marginal note by his own hand, copied from one of the volumes... of 
his numismatic library, will best serve to show the straits in which he, at times, found himself—‘home! D. E. Groux 3 March 1857. • -have 
finished to-day to translate Extracts of these 7 Vol. [Kohler’s Munz Belustigung] and other works in French Spanish Danish and poor me 
after the finishing of my herculean work I have barely bread and all my poor things are pledged, Griddy America is a poor land for 
Scientific men D. E. Groux.’ It was undoubtedly in one of these straits that he, an enthusiast himself, sufficiently inspired a lady of his 
acquaintance, a resident of Washington, with a sufficient enthusiasm, to induce her to loan him several times its value, upon the collection 
which he placed in her hands as security for the loan. Years rolled on, loan nor interest being paid, till death removed the numismatist from 
his earthly idols, which, after a further lapse of years, were at this time brought under the hammer.”

Also featured is perhaps the earliest reference to the 
problems inherent in grading American coins: “In the sales of the foregoing pieces, there are, of course, some apparent discrepancies, as, 
for instance, where the condition of the coin sold, is represented as the same, the prices are widely different. This can be accounted for, 
generally, in no other way, than that one coin collector or dealer may call a coin fine or very fine, when another would describe one exactly 
like it, only as good or fine.”

Attinelli page 111: This Magazine.. .was one of the best of the many attempts made by an individual to establish a monthly of a numismatic 
character.” Rarely offered complete. The famous photograph entitled Mason’s Photographic Gallery of the Coin Collectors of the United 
States No. 1, issued to accompany the March, 1869 issue, is a sharp, well-exposed specimen. Mason’s Magazine provides a rare glimpse of 
coin collecting in nineteenth century America. In the early issues, Mason’s essay on The Coin Trade and his Reminiscences of A Coin 
Collector series are important sources of information on American coin collecting and collectors in the 1850s and 1860s. Mason also 
provides much interesting background on Joseph Mickley and the sale of his collection in 1867. Beginning with the second volume, Dr. 
Montroville Wilson initiated an illustrated series on “the aboriginal coins of this country,” under the general title “Antiquarian Researches 
in North America,” and Mason’s series on the “History of the Pattern and Experimental Coins of the United States. With Their Fictitious 
Value,” also began about this time. The final volume features a colorful recounting of the French numismatist Jean Foy-Vaillant’s 1674 
adventure with pirates, causing him to swallow twenty gold coins, weighing four to five ounces, later recovering them “at the rate nature 
herself permitted.” Reports of important coin auctions are also regularly included, and a number of other long-running series of articles 
are featured.

In 
introductory remarks, Mickley wrote in part: “The following table has been prepared after a long experience in the collection of this 
particular class of Coins, and will save trouble in searching for dates which are really not to be found...On the last page is a list of 
Experimental or Pattern pieces, with their respective dates, which were coined at the Mint since its establishment.”

A unique and most 
remarkable example, extensively annotated throughout, of the first American publication sponsored by a numismatic society. The work 
was preliminary in nature, and the Committee notes at the base of the title that: “Collectors having pieces not mentioned herein, will 
confer a favor by sending a full description thereof to either one of the Committee appointed by the Numismatic Society of Philadelphia, 
to prepare for publication a work on the subject of the medals, medallets, and private coinage of the United States.” Chadbourne’s efforts, 
duly recorded in this volume, go far beyond the call to duty expressed by the committee. Both the text and the added leaves are crammed 
with well over a thousand additional detailed listings. Later in 1858, Charles Bushnell’s more detailed 1858 work on the topic appeared. 
Unfortunately, it doomed the Numismatic Society of Philadelphia’s planned magnum opus, even though, arranged alphabetically by 
merchant, it would have been far easier to use than the geographical method employed by Bushnell. Chadbourne’s copious additions, 
quadrupling the content of the original work, adopt the same methodology. A Boston native, Seth H. Chadbourne was born in 1836 and 
began collecting as a boy. Attinelli wrote in 1875 that, “Although he has at times disposed of portions of his collection, he still holds on to 
quite an extensive cabinet of his favorite ‘Politicals’ and ‘Tradesmen’s Tokens.’ ” Chadbourne’s remarkable collection was sold in Woodward’s 
November 11-16,1878 sale of the Henry W. Holland Medallic Collection. In the preface of the catalogue, Woodward wrote: “While giving to 
Mr. Holland due credit for learning, taste and liberality, as shown in the perfection of his collection, we must not neglect to accord to Mr. 
Seth H. Chadbourne due praise for the patience and skill shown by him in a more humble department of numismatic science. To him is 
due the great extent and comparative perfection of the collection of Store Cards here catalogued. In the early series of American Cards, few 
pieces are wanting, and some are found here which if not stricdy unique, are at least hard to find elsewhere. In the currency of 1861-63,a 
greater variety is offered than has ever before appeared in a public sale. In the minor department of Sutler’s Checks it is believed that this 
collection surpasses all others. An examination of No. 3217, an accurate manuscript and printed descriptive catalogue of Mr. Chadbourne’s 
collection, prepared by him, will convince any one that his efforts are not over rated.” Lot 3217, of course, is the volume offered here: 
“(Catalogue of American Store cards, etc.), interleaved and with manuscript additions, making a complete catalogue of Mr. S. H. Chad¬ 
bourne’s collection comprised in the present sale. A work of great labor; bound.”

Ex July 9,1994 Kolbe sale, lots 160 & 161. The bound volume contains two unique and most interesting examples of Satterlee’s scarce work. 
In the first, prices and notes on off-metal specimens are recorded in the text and careful descriptions of medals unknown to Satterlee are 
written on the interleaves as well as the number of specimens of each president’s medals in the collection of the compiler. The prices 
apparently are those paid and, occasionally, medals sold at a profit are noted. These annotations may have been made around the turn of 
the century. The second copy features contemporary notes in ink of prices paid at the December 16,1862 sale of Satterlee’s collection, 
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Woodward’s November 1862 Finotti sale, Bangs’ April 17,1862 George B. Davis sale, etc. Descriptions from other sales have been clipped 
out and pasted in relevant portions of the text. Corrections and additions have also been entered in pen and pencil. Satterlee’s letter is 
fascinating, reading: “Will you have the kindness not to repeat what I said this morning relative to the New Orleans medallettes. I am afraid 
it may reach the ears of some one of the Havnes species and I should not like to be forestalled in my purchase. I enclose rubbings of two 
tokens which you can obtain by writing.” A pencil note on the back of the rubbings notes: “I did write and I didn’t get one.” Apparently, 
Satterlee was not entirely reliable. After crediting him with “that desirable work” on Presidential medals, Attinelli writes: “His social 
disposition, it is to be deeply regretted, led him to an early grave. His abilities gave promise of valuable contributions to seekers after 
numismatic knowledge.” Edward Groh was a founder of the American Numismatic Society and a noted token collector. Although his 
name is not specifically mentioned, the context in which this letter was found some years ago points to him. Groh’s interest in tokens is 
well known, and several volumes of rubbings of tokens prepared by him in the early 1860’s are to be found in the American Numismatic 
Society Library. The Haynes reference is perplexing. Benjamin Haines was active at the time and perhaps it refers to him, despite the 
different spelling.

Not in Attinelli; likely issued after 1875. American Numismatic Society Dictionary Catalogue page 4568 (the sole citation located). The only 
example we recall ever having encountered. It is included here because it clearly is a shameless plagiarization of the tabular portion of 
Mickley’s 1858 work (vide lot 472). In comparison to Mickley, it is a mean production, poorly printed on cheap paper, with nary a creative 
flourish. The two letters of the title reproduced within brackets above are altogether missing and the spacing and typography of the 
remaining words in the title are askew. Charles L. Stake was a pioneering if parsimonious Ohio coin dealer. In the 1880s, he conducted at 
least thirty-five coin auction sales, only a third of which are recorded in Gengerke. His various publications were apparently issued in small 
numbers and, at least in the case of the title at hand, were deemed unworthy of retention by his limited clientele. 
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
